Thursday . Prem ier Khrushchev was sched­ 


uled to address the other today . 


This put a handicap on the Eisenhower 
speech It had to b e prepared without knowl­ 
edge of what would b e in the Khrushchev 
speech. It was predcitab le, therefore, that 
the President would repeat what he had said 
b efore. Surprises and shocks would hav e to 
b e left to the chief spokesm an for the Com­ 
munist b fcc. 


The Eisenhower speech was high-minded. 
Tt was all-inclusiv e. It contained 13 points, 
ranging from resum ption of disarm am ent 
talks to the ab surdity of staking out nation­ 
al claim s in celestial space. It pledged the 
United States to help the needy , especially 
in Africa. It proposed a plan to turn ov er 
surplus U S. food 
supplies to the United 
Nations. It was the kind of speech Dwight 
Dav id Eisenhower can m ake with sincerity , 
b ecause it was m ade in the spirit of goodness 
that is the distinguishing thing ab out his pub ­ 
lic character. It rang true. 
But it was not a b ell-ringer — and this is 
something Americans need to think ab out. 


NO AMERICAN PRESIDENT could make a 
b ell-ringing speech under these circum stances 
—and m ost certainly not that y oung man 
from Boston who is fly ing ab out the country 
telling w hat he would do to electrify the 
world In 90 day s if he won the Nov . 8 
election. 
Nothing would cool off John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy so q uick as to b e plopped into the 
dilem m a that m ust confront chief ex ecu­ 
tiv es of the United States as long as the 
Khrushchev s and the Castros are riding high. 
There is nothing original ab out these dis­ 
turb ers of the peace. They represent the cur­ 
rent phase of a prob lem as old as man — 
how to react to the dy namic energy of ev il­ 
doers. 
It w as not long ago as tim e is m easured 
b y the growth of grass on grav es that the 
ev il-doing Benito Mussolini. Adolf H itler and 
Hideki Tojo represented the prob lem. Be­ 
fore that, it was the dy namic ev il represent­ 
ed b y “ Kaiser Bill.” Napoleon once was the 
b ogey man whose antics alternately fascinat- 


ed and terrorized men of good will. Josef 
Stalin had his turn. 
It’s the sam e hid war with new faces and 
a new and m ore potent weapon than m en 
ev er possessed b efore. And it’s the sam e di­ 
lem m a for people who m ean peace when 
they talk ab out peace, who do not m ean the 
peace of the dungeon and the grav e. 
They are in danger of losing their kind of 
peace if they serv e it b y b eing peaceful and 
in certainty of losing it if they react v io­ 
lently . 
They m ust keep the peace as long as they 
can and hope for the b e.st. They m ust b e 
patient. They m ust liv e in the terror that 
b urglars cause. 
They must sometimes appear stupid and 
sometimes foolish. Their v irtue m ust b e pa­ 
tience, b uoy ed up b y faith, that tim e will b e 
on their side b ecause in tim e these things, 
too, shall pass away . 
There is alway s the danger the b urglars 
will run amuck. But there is alw'ay s the po.s- 
sib ility the men of b ad will may b ite them ­ 
selv es to death first — and that is the pos­ 
sib ility that men of good will must gamb le 
on in the hope of winning their kind of peace. 


If Aiituiim Comes . . . 


Now that autum n is officially with us in the 
Tri-State district, the promise of b rilliant fall 
foilage and q uickening tem po of life fail to 
hide from realists the approaching gloom and 
discomfort of winter. 
Already the shock troop defenders of civ ili­ 
zation in this p art of the country are getting 
ready for the onslaught. 
Highway w orkers are stockpiling salt and 
ashes, pub lic utility crews are preparing for 
the demands and dangers b rought b y falling 
tem peratures and the alert householder is 
wearily thinking in term s of storm windows 
and winter-tread tires 
Warm w eather will b e with us y et. b ut a 
special early trib ute is owed the guardians 
of conv enience and necessity who will b rav e 
the b est w inter can throw this y ear. 
From the m ailmen to city employ es and 
from the paper b oy s to serv ice station attend­ 
ants, they will help keep life in the so- 
called “tem perate clim e" of the Ohio Valley 
on an ev en keel when .snow and ice undermine 
the m orale of us “ civ ilians” 


After All It Was TV’s Idea 


Nat b eing any m ore generous ab out it than 
the facts justify , new spapers will hav e to ad­ 
m it that the telev ision and radio industry 
has a clear right to giv e preference to its 
on newsmen in the forthcoming joint ap­ 
pearances of Vice President Nix on and Sen. , 
Kennedy . 


The press secretaries of the two presidential 
candidates hav e put up a stout argum ent 
for including newspaperm en on the show 
nex t Monday night. But the networks ha \e 
stuck b y their announced policy of using only 
newsmen representing the telev ision and ra ­ 
dio industry . In the future, howev er, some 
newspaperm en and ev en w riters for m aga­ 
zines will b e represented. 
This kind of decision m ust b e left to the 
netw orks; newspapers hav e no right to de­ 
mand inclusion on TV shows 


Their newsmen, b y the sam e token, hav e 
no right to demand inclusion in newspapers 
Certainly they could not ex pect to walk into 
a newspaper and demand the right to join 
the staff. 
The complication arises, of course, out of 
the fact that pub lic personalities m ake speech­ 
es and giv e interv iews on telev ision and 
radio and newspapers m ust report these for 
their readers. 


The element of friction m ust b e taken into 
account. But it should not b e ov erdone in 
the case of telev ision’s decision to use it.s 
own people for the first face-to-face TV ap­ 
pearance of the 1960 presidential candidates. 
This is not the newspaper industry ’s show, 
although ev ery thing ab out ft will b e reported 
b y newspapers b ecause Nix on and Kennedy 
are in it.

ties and facilities as their white fel­ 
low m em b ers. 
This federal position was taken 
b y Secretary of Lab or Jim Mitch­ 
ell He ruled that the United Auto 
W orkers headq uarters in Detroit 
could take ov er UAW Memphis, 
Tenn., Local %8 and hold it under 
trusteeship b ecause it had separate 
washroom s and separate drinking 
fountains for some 500 Negro m em ­ 
b ers in its new union b uilding.

Tn great tragedies, such as Ham ­ 
let and M adieth, m aster w riters 
introduce reliev ing pieces of com­ 
edy , New York City is witness to 
a stage on which there is play ing 
a trem endous cast of stars, among 
them Mr, K himself, Wlady slaw 
Gomulka of Poland, K a d a r of 
Hungar>’, G am al N asser of Egy pt, 
M arshal Tito of Yugoslav ia, Sukar­ 
no of Indonesia, Fidel Castro of 
Cub a and President Eisenhower 
A considerab le p art of the au­ 
dience is v ehem ently hissing the 
v illains, like ringsiders at a w rest­ 
ling match. Hundreds of thousands 
of others share the hatred b ut re­ 
strain the hissing 
Some ludricrous antics m aintain 
interest and prov oke m errim ent 
But ov er all. there loom ominous 
foreb odings of things to come 
One serious factor deserv es to 
b e mentioned b efore we come to 
the comedy . 


THE BLTIDEN of the immense 
job of security falls upon the New 
York City police force, more than 
23,000 strong and in discipline and 
spirit, along with its counterpart 
in Ijondon, still the “ finest” in the 
world.

“The police protection in the oth­ 
er b oroughs — the Bronx , Brook­ 
ly n' and Queens — is so thinned 
out that there are m ore holdups, 
b urglaries, and sm all crim e than 
ev er b efore ’’ 
Sub stantially , that is what I feel. 
Perhaps some compensation in 
m oney is giv en to the city for 
dumping this show in our m idst. 
I don’t know ab out that. But there 
is the plain fact that the New York 
City gov ernment is supported at 
v ery great ex pense to look after 
some local prob lem s that cry out 
for attention. 
There is the other fact that mid- 
M anhattan is a place where a lot 
of people hav e to work and earn 
a liv ing. 
Those who are not present here 
among those w orkers cannot real­ 
ize what it m eans to liv e in a 
m ess like this. Streets are b arred 
off Pickets and protesters and cur­

American economy hav e to b e 
stepped up to keep pace with Rus­

Nix on—Defending tb e handling 
of foreign 
policy , Nix on 
insists 
b oth defense and the economy are 
doing fine b ut promises to im­ 
prov e on b oth 
That kind of sim ilarity doesn’t 
m ake for ex citem ent. But Nix on 
has made the campaign a little 
rougher b y throwing in some ex ­ 
tras which are derogatory of Ken­ 
nedy . 
For instance: Last May . when 
Prem ier Nikita Khrushchev b lew 
up the sum m it meeting after Rus­ 
sia had downed the American U2 
spy plane. Kennedy suggested the 
summit m ight hav e b een salv aged 
if President Eisenhower had ex ­ 
pressed regret ov er the spy flight. 
Nix on from the cam paign’s b e­ 
ginning has b een tiy ing to wrap 
that statem ent around Kennedy ’s 
neck while at the sam e tim e try ­ 
ing to get across the idea Ken­ 
nedy is too inex perienced for the 
presidency 
This week he b egan throwing 
the word "naiv e" at his riv al, say ­ 
ing it was naiv e to think Eisen­

Further, this week Nix on said 
Kennedy has b een ob sessed with 


finding 
weaknesses 
In 
America 
(pretty much the sam e thing he’s 
b een say ing, b ut stronger), ha.s 
giv en the impression this country 
is “one v ast depressed area,” and 
is talking a "do-it-w ith-m irrors” 
philosophy of economic growth. 


At one point he accused Kenne­ 
dy of b elittling Am erica, say ing he 
was m aking himself a spcrftesman 
for "national self-disparagem ent” 


But Nix on also seemed to b e 
hav ing second thoughts on sw ne 
things he said. In referring to 
Kennedy 's statem ent ab out regret 
ov er the U2, the v ice president 
had said; "When y « i are dealing 
with a dictator y ou m ust nev er 
m ake concessions withcMit getting 
something in return b ecause that 
is not the road to peace; it is the 
road to surrender or to w ar,” 


But when newsmen asked Nix on 
later if he m eant to say Kennedy 
wa.s espcHising a surrender policy 
toward Russia, the v ice president 
said: “ Ab solutely not. Mr. Ken­ 
nedy didn’t know what he was 
espousing."
